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Fact or Fiction 


NOTHER novei concerning the hospital nurse has appeared, 
Miss Monica Dickens, great-granddaughter of the famous 


novelist, Charles Dickens, has written ‘ One Pair of Feet 
which claims to be a description of her experiences as a student 


nurse in training at a provincial hospital: she gives it the fictitious 
name of ‘Redwood Court Charles Dickens with his broad 
sense of humour, his imagination and his power to create both 
lovable and horrible characters, did much for the nursing pro 
fession by his pictures of Sairey Gamp and Betsy Prig; they made 


the English public shake its sides with laughter but they made 


English women think, and, as a result, brought them into th 
nursing world. His descendant appears hardly likely to help 
either nursing or the nurse. 

The book is cleverly written and amusing in a way—though 
its humour is generally of the type common to-day—cleverly 
funny at the expense of someone else. If you take it seriously 
and not as an essay in facetiousness—it gives an unpleasant 
picture of hospital life. Miss Dickens tells us that she decided 
to train as a nurse as her war work. One cannot help wondering 
whether she was not really ‘looking for copy ’ with the writing of 
One Pair of Feet ’ in view : for she appears to have intelligence 
has, in fact, the necessary intelligence to write an amusing book 
yet she chooses the hospital for her professional training be 
cause a doctor who had been a house surgeon there told her that 
the bath water was always hot What a way to set about a 
professional training ! 

This, together with the fact that she says that she dictated 
references for herself to one or two friends with ‘ solid

surnames,’ and that she got furious and snapped at difficult 
patients, and dumped the sheets heavily on their legs because 
she was out of temper, suggest that it is much better that she 
should be making tanks than looking after the sick 

Her reception, as she describes it, was appallingly casual 
Where was the home sister, or her deputy if she was off duty 
Was the administration really so inadequate or is the writer's 
memory at fault? If it was, it is a good thing that Miss Dickens 
has exposed it. One thing the book should prove to every hospital 
authority: No student nurse should be sent straight to the wards 
without a period in a preliminary training school. Every 
hospital which has not got such a school should either start 
its own or combine with neighbouring hospitals to support a 
central preliminary training school.

It is a queer age that we live in, in many ways, but surely it is 
more than strange that a person who has had, one supposes, a 
fair education and home training, will tell a lie to save herself a 
little trouble—merely the trouble of putting on a clean apron 
and apparently think it clever and report it to the world at large 
Truth is an absolute and not a relative thing and does not the 
type of civilization which we stand for really set a value on 
straightness in ev ery dealing, no matter how unimportant 
In nursing absolute integrity is essential, and it is an attitude of 
mind which the individual either has or has not got. 

The most arresting chapter deals very vividly with the ad 
mitting of a number of serious burn cases after an explosion in 
a neighbouring factory. Miss Dickens, with the egocentric 
attitude of youth, tells of one of the worst cases which she was 
specially interested in and did a lot for: she determines he shall 
not die. Yet, when he collapses in the night, the night proba- 
tioner has to come to her room because she has put the continuous 
nasal oxvgen apparatus in the wrong place.

In the House of Lords 


AST week the House of Lords debated the shortage of nursing 
ao in sanatoria at length Lord Davies criticized the fact 
that the Ministry of Health circular 2340 (April, 1941) gave 
members of the Civil Nursing Reserve the right to choose their 
type of work and did not direct nurses into that type of nursing 
work which needed them most, when men were being sent to 
fight without freedom of choice, and that women under 21 could 
not volunteer for work in sanatoria, even with their parents’ 
consent He held that this suggested that there was far greater 
risk of contracting tuberculosis in sanatoria than in general 
hospitals. He was glad the Minister had publicly stated that 
this was not so. He quoted Dr. Trayer’s report which showed 
that out of 1,807 student nurses passing through 14 general 
hospitals during seven years 60 (3.32 per cent.) contracted

This was an amazing drop from 42 to 0.6 per 100,00 
in a very short time. In this country unfortunately, as Mr 
Brown had to confess in the House of Commons the other daj 
improvement in the incidence of diphtheria in the last 25 years 
has been very small—from 53,000 cases in 1916 to 50,000 in 
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1941, but the deaths dropped from 5,300 in 1916 to 2,600 in 1941.

A Drop in Diphtheria 

A REPORT given by the medical officer of health for Slough 
Dr. V. A. T. Spong, reveals that since Slough school children 
were immunized against diphtheria, there had been a very 
sharp drop in the number of cases reported In 1938, there were 
527 cases; in 1939 the number rose to 78. In 1940, there were 91 
cases and in view of this, immunization of school children was 
begun at the end of the year: 933 children were then immunized 


and a further 4,672 received injections during 1941. The inci- 
dence of diphtheria that year fell to 38, and the majority of these 
cases occurred during the first months of the year In the 


last quarter there were only two cases (in November and 
December) and neither of these patients were of school age or 
had been immunized. Since December, 1941, not a single case 
has been reported in the town 


Mothers Lead the Way 

TuHE Minister of Health, opening a war-time nursery in Stafford 
shire, said that the mothers’ confidence in a nursery depended 
on the high standard of the staff; and he was determined to keep 
that standard high. Mr. Bevin, Minister of Labour and National 
Service, would not require mothers of young children to leave 
them and do war work; but the mothers were volunteering and 
their childrens’ health must be protected. The Government's 
object was to provide whatever the mothers wanted—residential 
nurseries, arrangements with neighbours or play centres for 
school children—according to the labour demands in the district. 
Theoretically it is fitting that mothers should guide the Govern- 
ment in the care of their children, but the influence on the mother 
of the public health nurse has been and will be felt. The public 
health nurse must, therefore, realize her responsibilities; her 
opportunities for seeing and knowing what is best for the children 
are almost unrivalled, she is a respected friend of the mothers 


and her guidance or lack of it will be felt by future generations.

SCOTLAND is to have further post-graduate facilities for nurses 
Since last Autumn courses at Headquarters have helped nurses 
to prepare for work in war-time nurseries, particularly giving 
them wider knowledge of the physical and mental development 
of young children.

This protective optimism disappeared with the fall of France, 
and it is surprising to look back now and to think there were not 
more breakdowns among commercial men and directors and the 
bereaved, at that time. One reason probably was that the 
catastrophe had to be faced and spoken of, and trouble shared 
is trouble halved. There were also the exploits of the Royal 
Air Force. But there was, during that time, another example 
of the anxiety coming out in strange ways. It was very natural, 
when fifth columnists had been shown up in France, that people 
here should be worried about such persons. Some, however, 
became much too prone to spy mania. \llow me to give you 
an example which occurred not more than a mile from the 
London Hospital. There, during this time, there was a porter 
or coalman—anyway, one of the artisan staff and he began to 
make insinuations against the matron. When asked what he 
meant, he said he was quite certain matron. was causing the

The Effect of Evacuation 


One allusion should be made here to others have not 
suffered enemy action—evacuated children and adults. The 
rural areas have made reports about the disorderliness of children 
evacuated at the beginning of the war and those evacuated since. 
There was an exaggerated complaint that no London child 
ever had a dry bed. It has been shown, in rural areas, that per- 
sistent lying, truancy, sometimes pilfering and so forth, have 
occurred in children who have come from badly run homes, and 
unimaginative foster parents have sometimes stimulated these 
difficulties. Some of the difficulties have been increased, too, 
by relatives who came down and visited children. In addition, 
there have been the wet beds. Some young persons do react 
to a new adventure in this way, but the trouble will be increased 
if it is unwisely handled. Some of the enuresis has been of this 
sort, though I am also sure that persistent enuresis in all localities 
is commoner than one imagines. 

And now, to discuss the reactions of those who have been in 
enemy action, civilian or military. They have all had some acute 
anxiety. When that anxiety gets really big it constitutes a 
symptom for which hospital or first-aid post treatment is necessary. 
In the first-aid post in out-patients we treated during air raids 
something like 700 patients, of whom a fifth were not suffering 
from organic physical disease but from “ shock ’’—although I 
myself never allowed this diagnosis and spoke of “ fright ’’ or 
“worry,” because shock implies physical disturbance: It is a 
remarkable thing that of all that number of patients none has, 
so far as I can tell, been kept in hospital with acute anxiety 
for more than 24 hours. Quite a number doubtless evacuated 
themselves pretty soon, but when we followed cases in the out- 
patient books, we found that less than 10 came back afterwards 
either with acute anxiety or with symptoms which I have 
mentioned earlier, emotionally converted as we say, into one

The “ bottling-up”’ may bi 
intended, or it may occur without the patient’s conscious desir 
Those events require discussion when the patients admit wha 
has happened on a conscious level. Where they are unawar 
this we use hypnosis or evipan narcosis. When these 
are successful, one can get the patient to live through 
frightening experience which he has forgotten and whe 
comes round you can go over the experience with him and 
him to see that the reaction is not something for which he 
blame himself or lose self-respect.

Normally, when people @

Hospital in the Country 


[he organization of Brocket Hall is a part of the official 
scheme of evacuation. One Saturday afternoon after the atten- 
tions of the Luftwaffe had become too intensive, Miss Greaves 
transferred her staff, her patients and most of her furniture and 
equipment from the City Road Hospital to Brocket Hall; on 
Sunday evening an operation was in progress. This country 
house is now, for the duration, the headquarters of the City of 
London Maternity Hospital and the emergency cases of Hertford- 
shire also come to the hospital, to be under the care of Mr. Eardley 
Holland, obstetric consultant to the county, who is also on the 
honorary staff of the City of London Maternity Hospital and who 
makes Brocket Hall his headquarters There is, too, a resident 
surgeon. 

A clinic remains open in London where the bookings are made 
and where the mothers go for ante- and post-natal care and the 
hospital has a special block for emergency work at the London 
Fever Hospital in Liverpool Road. The mothers come to 
Brocket Hall usu: illy a month before the baby is due, but if delay 
is unavoidable, they go to the hostel at Welwyn Garden City or, 
if they are essentially normal cases, they go direct to Brocket 
Hall a fortnight before the baby is expected. There is a post- 
natal hostel, where thev can go on leaving the hospital but 
going ‘ome ’ is usually the stronger urge. If the confinement 
is normal, they stay in the country for a fortnight after the baby 
is born, but if there are complications then it is sometimes a 
month before they go back to London. 


Such Healthy Babies

The following history will illustrate some of these points 
about forgotten experiences. The man was not actually injured 
He had faced pony terrifying experiences \ dissociation of 
his personality had been accompanied by that increased anxiety 
leading on to suspicion, and the dissociation enabled him not only 
to escape from his duty, but also to give way to impulses whicl 
the intact personality would never have tolerated rhe man 
was in a position of some responsibility at the Docks. He was 
very unhappy, hated what was happening around him and lost 
his memory for two days. When he recovered it spontaneously, 
he developed hysterical fits. We set out to find what happened 
during the period of the amnesia. He was very anxious and his 
anxiety increased to suspicion of his brother-in-law who owed 
him money. He explained to me that smarting under this 
‘insult’ he had waited for his brother-in-law at a bus stop 
one night and made a murderous attack upon him. He went 
back next day, still in a state of loss of memory, and said to his 
brother-in-law, ‘“‘ You have got some blood on vour trousers 
[he brother-in-law replied, “‘ Yes, I was attacked last night 
The patient at once said, You must come to the doctor with 
me” and off marched the patient who had done the deed with 
his brother-in-law who was suffering considerably from bruises. 
It would have been quite impossible for him to have faced up 
to what he had done and we kept it from him, because we feared 
that if he knew he would become suicidal. Other cases have 
had a much hz appier outcome.

EHABILITATION js *the process of return of the disabled 
R to the maximum participation in normal life and work.’ 
It is a problem of both war and peace, as tuberculosis 
is a disease which may alter the whole course of a man’s life, 
changing his relationship to his employment, his family and 
his social surroundings. It should be the aim of our rehabilita- 
tion scheme to restore the harmony between the individual and 
his environment, by making his physical condition fit his sur- 
roundings and planning surroundings suitable for his physical 
condition. 

In this respect tuberculosis has important characteristics : 
it tends to become chronic and relapses are common. It limits, 
in an insidious and indirect manner, the working capacity of 
the individual and, because it is an infectious disease, carries 
with it a stigma which prevents the tuberculous person receiving 


the opportunities afforded to those suffering from crippling 
diseases 
The long period of enforced idleness, combined with the 


continual warning against overstrain, may produce a state of 
*‘ fear of work ’ in the patient, due to the feeling that any exertion 
will have dangerous consequences. It is, therefore, important 
that tuberculous patients, while at the sanatoria, should be 
given work, compatible with the state of activity of the lesion, 
as soon as possible. Too many sanatoria neglect this point. 

There is a great difference between the old system of Paterson’s 
graduated exercises and occupational therapy, but both give 
the patient confidence and prevent the state of ‘ fear of exertion ’ 
developing. 

A Healthy Environment 

In planning any rehabilitation scheme for the tuberculous 
we must first consider the environment in which the tuberculous 
person will work, for his living quarters must be comfortable 
and hygienic with due regard to the nature of the disease.

Financial Consideration

might be termed graduated industrial convalescence 

A local authority can, however, help financially in assisting

Provided the goods are of high standard and within the 
normal market prices, little difficulty is experienced in selling 
them, nor does the question of infection arise if the articles 
manufactured are such as furniture, trunks, portable buildings, 
metal work, leather goods or printing which can be offered to 
the public as free from infection. lo attempt to sell foodstuffs, 
children’s clothes, woodwind instruments, if known to have been 
handled by the tuberculous, is foolish and might be dangerous. 

Government offices and local authorities require vast supplies 
of the very goods which the tuberculous industries can most 
easily supply, such as stationery, printed forms, office furniture, 
light metal and woodwork and they could keep all the employable 
tuberculous workers employed for all time. 


The Magnitude of the Problem 

As a working standard, we can take it that 15 per cent. of the 
tuberculous are fit for normal employment, 35 per cent. unfit 
and always will be, leaving 50 per cent. who are fit for some form 
of sheltered employment and who need rehabilitating. 

There are some 130,000 known cases of pulmonary tuberculosis 
inthis country. Mass radiography will reveal more and may bring 
the figure up to 200,000 and the more mass radiography develops, 
the greater will be the need of a rehabilitation scheme. Taking, 
however, the known figure, there are 70,000 fit for some kind of 
work, 

Papworth and Preston Hall provide together accommodation 
for about 1,000 patients and settlers. The other rehabilitation 
centres do not cover more than another 200 persons, so that 
there are 68,000 for whom we must find work under suitable 
conditions; not an easy task in peace-time when fit labour is 
easy to obtain; if only half of them refuse to work under

QUESTION 2.—Define stupor. From what other apparently similar conditions 
should it be distinguished ? 

Stupor is a state in which the outward signs of originating 
impressions upon the senses 
produce little or no visible effect. The patient is not unconscious 
although apparently far removed from activity but 
there is neither speech nor voluntary movement 

Stupor in varying degrees is a phase of many mental disorders 
main forms :

(a) Anergic stupor may come on gradually or suddenly and is 
characterized by extreme lack of muscle tone; the body and 
limbs flop inte any position by gravity. Expression is vacant, 
saliva dribbles from the mouth, reflexes are either lost or grossly 
exaggerated and the physical condition is poor. Upon recovery 
little is remembered by the patient \lternating insanities are 
the disorders most likely to show this form of stupor. A simila1 
condition may be seen after excitement in general paralytics 
also as a replacement for, or after, an epileptic fit. 

(b) Catatonic stupor is a less true type than the anergic one, 
as the patient is more receptive. There is greatly increased 
muscle tone, resistiveness, and a liability to impulsive outbursts 
Che face is set in a permanent frown or grin and some regression 
is present It is chiefly found in schizoid people; prognosis is 
poor. 

Other apparently similar conditions are 
holia which sometimes passes into a state resembling stupor with 
resistiveness and possibly impulsive suicidal attempts The 
patients’ receptive faculties are very active, and upon recovery 
they are usually able to detail with accuracy much that has 
happened during the stuporous period. (b) Dementia following 
an acute attack of insanity may closely resemble stupor. The 
history of the patient wiil prove the most reliable guide to 
distinguish this condition and the reaction to thyroid extract 
will help in doubtful cases. (c) Profound idiocy may simulate stupor, 
but again the history should help the diagnosis, and the general 
health is much better (d) Cerebral tumours and allied states 
may be differentiated by careful observation, and examination 
of symptoms and signs usual in these cases: vomiting, 
eye changes, fits. Cerebral injuries exhibit restlessness at some 
stage. Physical examination and the testing of blood and cerebro 
spinal fluid will assist in cases of general paralysis, meningitis, 
etcetera.
